How U.S. Relations Wit 
‘Russia Deteriorated” 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the second of several background 
stories on the Berlin crisis, and how it got that way.) 
By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON, (2P)—How did our relations with Russia 
reach the breaking point at Berlin? 


The problem just came to a head at Berlin. But it's. 


bigger than Berlin. It’s as big as all Germany and the world. 
It's simply that Russia is out to spread Communism, and 
this country is trying to block it. 


Except for Greece, Turkey, Austria and Finland, the Rus- | 


sians have managed to Communize all the countries of Europe 
east af Germany. 
The rest of Europe would be easy pickings if the Rus- 


munize their own country. 

* Russia’s job would be faster and easier if she could get 
us to quit Berlin and Germany, or force us out in one way 
| Or another. 

The seed of thé trouble was planted by the four big 
wartime allies themselves — the U.S., 
France. 

That was back in 1945, after the war. when they took 
over Germany. 


They divided Germany into four zones. Each of the al- 


| lies was to occupy one zone with its troops and be supreme 
over the Germans in that zone.

back on its feet if each zone was to be operated independent- 
ly- of the others? 
The allies worked out a plan for that but the plan had 
a@ cancer in its heart, from the beginning. This was the plan: 
The top man in each zone was the general in com- 


mand of his country’s troops. Those four commanders would | 


form a “control council.” 

The point was that the four commanders, sitting down 
together from time to time. would try to agree on plans for 
all Germany. s 

The cancer was in that word “agree.” This is why: 

Any agreement reached by the four commanders (meaning 


their four governments) had to be unanimous. In other words: | 


If any one of the four disagreed with the other three 
or wanted to block any joint plan, all he had to do was 
say: *’no.” 

When any one of the four said “no,” that killed any joint 
plan and left them and the other three commanders free to 
follow’ any plans of their own in their own zones. 

And the plans the Russians have been following in their 
zone are not the same the Americans, British and French have 
pursued in theirs. 

The Russian commander has said “no” more times than 
all the others put together. 

This is exactly what Russia has done in the security coun- 
cil of the United Nations by vetoing one proposed plan after 
another. 

In the security council—just as in ‘the control council of 
Germany—no important action can be taken except by unani- 
mous agreement of the big powers. 

Neither this country nor Russia has yet reached the point 
where it’s willing to yield its own important desires to the 
majority opinion of other nations. 

So, in the German control council, when Russia disagreed 
with a U.S. idea for handling some German problem. it simp- 
ly has said “no” and then has gone ahead and put its own 
ideas into action in its zone. 

And the same has been true the other way around, for 
the other three allies haven't let Russia’s disapproval prevent 
them from carrying out their ideas in their zones.
